New York, Oct. 20.— Another nerve- 
racking day lias passed, but the finan­ 
cial Institutions of New York have 
shown extraordinary power of resist­ 
ance to the pressure put 
on 
them. 
W hile it is true that several minor in­ 
st itutions h av e been forced to close 
their doors, yet two things should he 
said 
about 
them ; 
first, 
that 
the 
amount involved was not. s o , great as 
to exert any marked influence on the 
general situation, as these bank s were 
located in residential q u arters and did 
not come Into touch with tho larger 
financial 
institutions, 
and, 
second. 
' there is every reason to believe that 
the hanks and trust com panies are en­ 
tirely solvent and their difficulties will 
prove to I e only tem porary and due 
e n t i r e l y to inability to secure ready 
I cash on the gilt edged securities in 
their vaults. 
Of course, this cessa­ 
tion of business by these companies 
caused trouble to m any people, hut 
not as great as it might seem, as the 
depositors are for the most part lo­ 
cated in the well-to-do q u arters of the 
city and m any cf th em are people of 
wealth who have suffered no great 
inconvenience. 
B a n k s Protected Themselves.

The decision m ean s that 
h e re a fter large balances against any 
particular bank at the clearing house 
can he settled in clearing house cer­ 
tificates and the bank allowed to re­ 
tain its cash to meet o th e r demands. 
T h e certificates will 
he 
issued as 
usual only upon the deposit with the 
clearing house com m ittee of accept­ 
able 
securities 
and 
only 
in 
such 
am ounts as Hie clearing house com ­ 
m ittee shall approve, but in the case 
of a b an k whose affairs 
a re 
sound 
flier*' will he no arbitrary limit put 
to the assistance of this sort to be n n- 
dered when needed. 
T he first issue of clearing house 
certificates 
was in 
1860 and 
there 
w ere several issues during th e period 
of the war. 
Other issues occurred in 
1873 and 1884. 
The last occasion on 
which they were availed of was in 
1833. 
The clearing house certificate 
Is practically a guaran tee by all tin* 
banks in the clearing house that the 
certificates shall he redeemed at par, 
hut Hie clearing house ha n k s are pro­ 
tected against loss by tile fact that 
first-class securities, either com m er­ 
cial palier or stocks or bonds, are re­ 
quired before the certificates are is­ 
sued. 
Tile certificates a re used only 
between banks in t h e settlement of 
their balances at the clearing house. 
T hey do not appear in general circu­ 
lation, but by relieving th e banks of 
the strain of large debit balances they 
enable them to keep th eir cash re­ 
serves comparatively intact. 
It is be­ 
lieved by competent b a n k e rs that a 
issue of $50,000,000 will be the outside 
limit of w’hat will he required on the 
present occasion. 


TRUST COMPANY FAILS. 


LOUIE, The Candy Man 


An other Rhode Island Concern W i t h ­ 
stands a Run. 
Providence, R. I., Oct. 26.— Although 
a tem porary receiver was appointed 
for one tru st company, while another 
is enforcing the rule requiring a no­ 
tice of ninety days for t h e withdrawal 
of deposits, it is believed generally in 
Providence banking circles that, the 
crisis has been m et and passed suc­ 
cessfully. 
T h e hank for which a receiver was 
appointed was the Union Trust com­ 
pany, an institution with headquarters 
here and operating branches in Olney- 
ville, Central Falls and East Green­ 
wich. 
This is the hank on which the 
run started Thursday. 
Cornelius N. Sweetland, vice pres­ 
ident of the company, was nam ed te m ­ 
porary receiver. 
Tile New England T r u s t company 
F’l iday put into operation the rule re­ 
quiring depositors to give ninety days 
notice of withdrawal of deposits. 
Much of the interest of th e day cen­ 
tered about the Industrial Trust com ­ 
pany, one of the leading financial in­ 
stitutions of New England, operating 
nine branches in Rhode Island. 
At 
this bank a run 
was 
in 
progress 
throughout the day. 
Tellers paid all 
demands. 
A comm ittee examined the 
book and securities and reported the 
institution In sound condition.

Washington, Oct. 26.— At n cabinet 
mooting Friday discussion was devot- i 
cd largely to naval affairs. 
It was Hie 
first, 
formal 
meeting 
of 
President 
Roosevelt s cabinet since .June. Those ; 
present w ere Hecretarv of Slat*' Root, 
P o stm a ste r General Meyer, Secretary 
of the Interior Garfield, Attorney Gen- I 
oral Bonaparte. Secretary of the Navy I 
Metcalf and Secretary of Agriculture 
Wilson. 
T he session continued for 
two and one-half hours, and the finan­ 
cial situation was given some a tt e n ­ 
tion. 
Secretary Metcalf has just complet­ 
ed the compilation of the estim ates 
for the m aintenance of the naval es- ; 
tablishm ent and as these show a great 
increase, as compared with the cur­ 
rent fiscal year, thereby promising to 
cause much debate in congress, the 
president and secretary of Hie navy 
are giving their most earnest a tte n ­ 
tion to them. 
T he secretary advanced a proposi­ 
tion 
to 
increase by $5,000,000 the 
standing 
appropriation for the pay­ 
m ent of enlisted men in the navy. Ac­ 
cording to his estim ate this increase 
would admit of the 
recruitment of 
about 3,000 bluejackets in addition to 
the present force. 
The 
proposition 
was received with favor and will lie 
included in the estim ates to be sui) 
mitted to congress. 


Wid e n in g of P an am a Canal. 


Another matter, not entirely naval 
in character, but deemed worthy of 
report by Secretary Metcalf because 
of its influence upon tile c h aracter of 
naval vessels to be constructed in tho 
future, was the 
recommendation of 
the isthmian canal commission look 
lng to the widening of tie' locks of 
the P a n a m a canal, and this subject 
was discussed at some length. 
Till1 
president decided to await a detailed 
report 
from 
the 
canal 
commission 
upon this im portant subject and so 
the subject was laid aside for the 
present. 
Secretary Metcalf also has before 
him the report of the naval general 
board headed by Admiral Dewey upon 
the new’ construction required to meet 
th e plans of the hoard and these were 
touched upon incident lo the construe 
turn of the width of the canal locks. 
It is pointed out that by reason of 
the fact that lie last year expressed 
tin' opinion that one new ship would 
ho all that should necessarily he a u ­ 
thorized at this congress, the presi­ 
dent has somewhat em barrassed h im ­ 
self, hut as several of the battleships 
v bidi were last year supposed to be 
perfectly serviceable have since rath er 
unexpectedly been shown to be of ob­ 
solete type, it is not apprehended that 
the president will have any difficulty 
in explaining to congress the neces­ 
sity for amending the original esti­ 
mate.
